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Ohio Needs Its Eng ineers 


Ohio's motorists and taxpayers are ga­ 
in# ta take a beating unless State High­ 
way Director Pearl E. Masheter’s plea 
for 
higher 
salaries 
for engineers is 
heeded. 
It is up to the state administration to 
do the boosting. 
lf state engineers are not given higher 
salaries, a critical situation will become 
even more critical, slowing virtually ev­ 
ery highway project in Ohio. 
Engineers have been making a mass 
exodus from the State Highway Depart­ 
ment, dating bade to 1958, when Con­ 
gress established the 41,000-mile, $41 bil­ 
lion Federal Interstate Highway Program. 
Private engineering firms began to gear 
up to do the consulting work—preparing 
preliminary, 
design 
and 
construction 
plans for the mammoth new highway 
system. They upped salaries they were 
offering engineers. And, the lucrative sal­ 
aries offered by the consulting firms 
tempted many of the State Highway De­ 
partment's engineers. 


CONSEQUENTLY, in the years since 
1956 many engineers have left the states 
and joined consultants, or became ex­ 
pediters and consultants to local govern­ 
ments at fatter salaries. 
Congress now has started a n o t h e r 
program that will result in further en­ 
ticements for 
State 
Highway 
Depart­ 
ment engineers to leave their posts. 


This new program pushed by the fed­ 
eral government requires every metro­ 
politan area in the 50 states to prepare 
extensive transportation studies. 
Multiply the 15 metropolitan areas in 
Ohio which must prepare such studies 
In most of the 50 states, and the serious­ 
ness of the situation begins to hit home. 
Ohio has poured many thousands of dol­ 
lars of taxes down the drain because 
its engineer staff has dwindled to the 
point where it became necessary for the 
State Highway Department to farm out 
engineering work to consultants. 
The state then paid the consultants not 
only the salaries of engineers but a profit. 


THE DISPARITY of the situation is 
that so many engineers have left the 
state there are hardly 
enough experi­ 
enced engineers left to review and com­ 
ment on engineering plans being prepared 
for the state by private consulting firms. 
What does this mean 
to 
motorists? 
Simply that highway programs are being 
delayed—despite denials by State High­ 
way Department officials—and many dol­ 
lars that would and should go into high­ 
ways are showing up on the profit-and- 
loss statements of consulting firms, in­ 
stead. 
We believe the time is overdue for the 
state administration to correct this sit­ 
uation which should have been corrected 
nearly IO years ago. 


Which Way The Wind Blows 


Perhaps it should have been easy to 
understand from the beginning of the 
nuclear tost ban 
treaty 
that violators 
would be given the benefit of a doubt lf 
the treaty was violated. 
This is what has happened hi the case 
af a nuclear explosion inside Russia that 
deposited radioactive fallout in the north­ 
ern Pacific near Japan. 
It Is what happened when the United 
States set off a nuclear explosion that 
got out of hand last March. In that in­ 
stance, according to our officials, no radio­ 
active material was detected outside U.S. 
borders. The winds weren't blowing that 
way the day the accident occurred. 
Therefore, there was no basis for com­ 
plaint by any other nation. This is an 
interesting development in international 
efforts to keep the air from being poisoned 
by radioactive material. It is a violation 
of the nuclear test ban treaty lf any 
other nation poisons the air but an ex­ 
cusable oversight if the air is poisoned 
from within. We give ourselves the benefit 
of the doubt, too. 
The United Ststes will be lenient In its 
Interpretation of the Russian violation. It 
will accept the “accident" theory of an 
underground explosion that got out of 
hand, because It knows that in its own 
experience everything depends on which 
way the wind blows. 
So what will happen when the United 
States decides to open a sea-level canal

This episode in the changing 
history and shifting positions in 
our land began some weeks ago 
when 
Dave 
Rockefeller, who 
served an apprenticeship as a 
customers man, read in t h e 
daily 
prints that 
Dave Du- 
binsky, an apprentice garment 
cutter in days of old, had com­ 
bined all the Ladies Garment 
Workers’ retirement funds into 
one central pool. 
The banker noted that the 
union's fund totals more than 
$225 million in cash and invest­ 
ments. Even the Chase Manhat­ 
tan Bank could use such busi­ 
ness — and he invited the ebul­ 
lient and shrewd union leader to 
his office 
at 30 Rockefeller 
Plaza. 


AS DUBINSKY made his way 
over to the "Center” last Thurs­ 
day afternoon, the AFL - CIO 
vice president recalled the early 
bankrupt 
days of 
his union. 
There was the day in the early 
30s when there was just n o t 
enough money to pay the elec­ 
tric bill. 
The utility cut off power and 
the lone 
elevator 
was 
shut 
down The staff's stenographers 
went without pay for weeks. 
There was little or no food for 
the officials and they killed 
their 
appetites 
by smoking 
carefully shared cigarettes. 
Dubinsky then sought a $10.- 
000 bank loan and was turned 
down. 
That was 30 years ago A nd 
now Dubinsky was heading for 
the inner sanctum of the Rocke 
fellers as the guest of David — 
the man who heads the list of

BACK IN THE ’Ms, said the 
union chief, bankers would not 
be seen with labor leaders — 
with one exception. That w a s 
the late John D. Rockefeller Jr., 
father of Dave and Nelson and 
the rest — and son of the very 
old man of oil, golf clubs and 
shiny new dimes.

Rockefeller asked 
for the account. He wanted the 
bank to be the custodian of the 
ILGWU

However, the union chief, vet­ 
eran of a hundred picket lines 
of old. confidant of Laborite and 
Social Democratic heads of na­

Fourteen 
inaugurals h a v e 
been witnessed by this corre­ 
spondent, and no two of them 
have seemed alike. 
This week's 
c e l e bration 
of the Demo­ 
cratic victory 
at the p o l l Si 
l a s t Novem 
ber has c e r- 
tainly brought 
a different at­ 
mosphere than 
has prevailed 
in the past for David lawrence 
that party. There was an air of 
affluence about it which was far 
more reminiscent of Republican 
than of Democratic inaugura­ 
tions. 
Never 
before has 
so 
much money been spent on the 
festivities, which now have be­ 
come a big social event with 
plenty 
of 
entertainment 
fur­ 
nished by professionals f r o m 
Broadway and Hollywood. 
it s natural for a political par­ 
ty to rejoice and Jar those who 
have contributed generously to 
campaign funds to be given 
some form of reward — invita­ 
tions to the various inaugural 
balls and dinners attended by 
the president himself. 
When this writer came to 
Washington in 1910, the story of 
the inauguration of President 
Taft in March 1909 was still a 
topic of conversation On that 
day there was a snowstorm so 
severe that all telegraphic and 
telephone communications were 
disrupted 
for 
several 
hours. 
There was no television or even 
radio then. 
The outside world didn’t know 
until the next day just when 
Mr. Taft had become president. 
Indeed, he took the oath of of­ 
fice inside the Senate chamber 
instead of outside the Capitol. 


SOME OF THE SAME issues 
which divide the Republican par­ 
ty today were present when 
Woodrow 
Wilson. 
Democrat, 
was inaugurated on March 4. 
1913. He had won in a landslide 
of electoral votes, although he 
had gotten only a minority of 
the popular vote. 
The 
next 
inauguration, 
on 
March 4, 1917, was in the midst 
of the first World War. The 
United States had already brok­ 
en diplomatic 
relatione 
with 
the Kaiser's government in Ger­ 
many on Feb. 3, and although 
Mr. Wilson had won on the slo­ 
gan “He Kept Us Out of War”— 
emphasized not by him but by 
his supporters — America en­ 
tered the conflict on April 6, 
1917 
The inauguration of Warren 
Harding, on March 4, 1921. had 
a note (rf tragedy in it. Wood­ 
row Wilson, broken in health 
and unable to walk to the in­ 
augural stand, gave his greet­ 
ings to the president - elect in 
the vice - presidential room in 
the Capitol Building. 
When Franklin D. Roosevelt 


was inaugurated, on March 4, 
1933, the inaugural day was 
far different from any that had 
preceded it or any since. All the 
banks throughout the country 
were ordered closed and the 
nation was in the midst of 
a deep depression. Rumors were 
current about a possible de­ 
valuation of the gold content of 
the dollar, and the whole coun­ 
try was uneasy. 


PRESIDENT Roosevelt’s in­ 
auguration for a fourth term, on 
Jan. 20, 1945 — in the midst of 
war — was hardly a day of jubi­ 
lation. American boys were be­ 
ing killed in large numbers 
overseas. It was one of the 
saddest of inaugurations. Pres­ 
ident Roosevelt was not in good 
health, and it was deemed best 
to have the inauguration ad­ 
dress delivered from the bal­ 
cony of the White House itself. 
This correspondent stood with 
other 
newspapermen 
at 
the 
scene, and there was a gen­ 
eral feeling that Mr. Roosevelt 
looked badly. Doubts were ex­ 
pressed by many observers that 
day as to whether he would 
live much longer. He died only 
a few weeks later — on April 
12 — and Harry Truman came 
into the presidency. 
The inauguration of President 
Truman on Jan. 20, 1949, was 
a return to "normalcy,” so to 
speak, for the war had ended 
and 
the 
United 
States 
was 
emerging from a recession that 
began in 1947. It was not long, 
however, 
before 
the 
Korean 
War broke out in June 1950. and 
American boys were again be­ 
ing killed in distant lands. 


THE 
INAUGURATIONS 
ot 
Gen. Eisenhower in 1951 a n d 
again in 1957 marked an era in 
which the dangers of war had 
increased. Russia exploded an 
H-bomb in 1953 The w o r l d 
situation changed into one of 
deeper anxiety than ever be­ 
fore. 
When John F. Kennedy — the 
youngest man elected to the 
presidency — was inaugurated 
on Jan 
20, 1961, there wasn't 
a thought in anybody's mind 
that he wouldn't live out his 
term 
But an assassin's bullet 
changed the course of history. 
inaugurations come and go. 
Each one has its own charac­ 
teristics, and the personality of 
the man inducted into office is 
always different from that of 
his predecessors. Today, there 
is uncertainty in the world, and 
small wars continue in Viet 
Nam and Africa. But, as usual, 
the inauguration spells out the 
hopes of the nation and Its his­ 
toric appreciation of the cus­ 
tom whereby, in contrast to the 
totalitarian system abroad, a 
free country chooses by secret 
ballot its own president and by 
appropriate ceremony he takes 
office for a four-year term as 
chief executive.

WASHINGTON 
President Johnson m a k e s 
unity a central theme of his 
new

At 
first 
glance his inaugural address 
Wednesday looked like just a 
pep talk. But there was more 
to it than that. 
It had ancestors in President 
Jefferson's inaugural 164 years 
ago and 
President 
Monroe's 
“era of good feeling ” 
Jefferson and his Republicans 
(today's Democrats) had just 
come through a corrosive presi­ 
dential contest with the Federa­ 
lists a conservative-aristocratic 
party which didn't last long 
when he took the oath in 1801. 
The country, just a few years 
old. was split by intensely bitter 
factionalism. Jefferson, trying 
to heal the wounds, said “we 
are all Republicans, we are all 
Federalists.” He talked of unity, 
justice, freedom. 
And. dwelling on the immense 
possibilities in American life, he 
said there was enough room 
here “for our descendants to the 
thousandth and thousandth gen­ 
eration.” 
By the time Monroe won the 
presidency in 1816 — against the 
Federalists — the party was 
disintegrating 
so 
badly 
that 
when he got his second term in 
1820 he had all the electoral 
votes except one. 
Monroe, taking advantage of 
the growing political vacuum, 
said he wanted to be President 
of all the people and he succeed­ 
ed so well that his time in the 
White House was known as the 
“era of good feeling.” 
Johnson last fall fought one of 
the bitterest presidential cam­ 
paigns in history to beat Sen. 
Barry Coldwater and the con­ 
servatives he represented. 
But Johnson, even before his 
victory, 
echoed 
Monroe: 
He 
said he wanted to be President 
of all the people. And, like Jef­ 
ferson. he is trying to heal the 
campaign wounds and, in so 
doing, try to disarm his opposi­ 
tion. 
Johnson set the tone and the 
Obama in hit opening paragraph. 


a vivid reminder of Jefferson 
“We are one nation and one 
people.” He went on to paint the 
immense possibilities in Ameri­ 
can life, as Jefferson did. 
He described the American 
future as the "uncrossed desert 
and the unclimbed ridge. It is 
the star not reached and the 
harvest sleeping unplowed in 
the ground.” 
All this by itself would have 
been a significant indication of 
his thought. But it acquired spe­ 
cial meaning by coming on top 
of his State of the Union mes­ 
sage 17 days ago. There he 
sounded 
the 
same 
central 
theme of unity. 
He used “unity* or “union” 
five times in the first six para­ 
graphs. For a man as careful as 
Johnson, none of this could be 
accidental. The two speeches 
had something else in common, 
too They skipped gingerly over 
foreign policy. 
The pieces, all pulled togeth­ 
er, fit in precisely with John­ 
son's political technique built up 
over 30 years in public life: to 
get things done try to elimi­ 
nated animosities and certainly 
don't fan them 
He has been running the gov­ 
ernment for 14 months. He de­ 
livered his State of the Union 
message on Jan. 
4, making 
about 50 proposals to Congress.

If you 
do scorch it (and I can’t figure 
out how you could if you were 
using a pressing cloth), at least 
if you press it on the wrong side, 
you have eliminated completely 
the chance of burning f i b e r s 
which actually show. 
It’s always first aid to take 
a scrap of the material and test 
U first just in case the thermo­ 
stat on your iron isn’t working. 
Tire only way I know of to try 
to remove these scorches on 
wool is to use fine-grained sand­ 
paper. Professional cleaners of­ 
ten use this method. The fine 
sandpaper will r e m o v e the 
scorched fibers. But you have 
already cooked them to death 
when you scorched them, to 
don’t expect it to look like new 
again.

Director Fred E. Mott, the six- 
year plan has been in the works 
for several years, with a crash 
effort the past six months.
